FT is to comply with the —_ Taſte and 
1 Practice, that I begin this Work with giv- 
ing ſome little Account of myſelf and Fa- 
mily ; and tho* I do not find any pompous 
mention of it in our Books of Heraldry, Iam 
' nevertheleſs perſuaded I have no Cauſe to be 
aſhamed of my Birth, either by Father or Mo- 
ther*s Side. 85 
I am the youngeſt of twelve Sons and ten 
Daughters (all born and chriſten'd) of Sampſon 
Cock of Coney- Hatch, Eſq; by my Mother, his 


flrſt Couſin, a celebrated Toaſt in her Time; of 


the Laycock Family, ſettled at Cunnington in 
Hunlingdonſpire. Beſides this numerous Offspring,

The ſeveral Voyages I have made to Lethe, 


has furniſh'd me with an Opportunity of making 
ſeveral curious, uſeful, and valuable Diſcoveries, 


which are not to be met with in any modern 


Traveller; and which I conceive to be well worth 
the Conſideration of the Public, and particularly 


of that learned Body of Men, which compoſes 


the Royal-Society. Nothing can be more un- 
certain than the Time of performing this Voyage: 
I have known it run in twenty four Hours; ſome- 
times it has taken up a Month; ſometimes 
Years; and ſometimes again, but very rarely, it 
requires the whole Life of a Man: In ſhort, it 
is according as Winds and Currents happen to

The laſt Voyage I made to Leibe, was in the 
good Ship the Charming Sally, built by the cele- 
brated Herman Swivius, on the River Midway, 
by all Accounts a moſt ingenious Artiſt,” that 
was provided with an excellent Set of Tools; and 
' tho? ſhe had not the Advantage of a Royal Yard, 


ſhe was deem'd nevertheleſs by all good Judges 


to be no ways inferior to any of the King? 8 
Frigates, as may be gather'd from the following 
Deſcription. 

She was of an «dmireble Dimenſion, being 
neither too large for Action, nor too ſmall for 
making a Voyage with any tolerable Credit or 
Comfort: She had a moſt beautiful Slope from 
Stem to Stern; the one pleaſing with an agree- 
able Jut, and the other ſtriking the Eye wih 
all the awful Sweetneſs of Majeſty ; her Port 

Holes were all of due Aperture; in ſhort, there 
was ſuch a Symetry in all her Parts, and withall 
her carved Works and Gilding were of ſuch ſu- 
perb finiſhing, that it is not in the Art of Man 
to produce a Frigate of more conſummate 
Structure, 

This compleat Piece of Mechaniſm was 
launch'd (after having been about ſixteen Years 
on the Stocks) from theaforeſaid Herman Swivius's 
Wet Dock on the River Midway, the firſt of 
May, many Years after the Reſtoration, before 
a prodigious Concourſe of the Nobility and 
Gentry of both Sexes; King Charles himſelf 


doing her the Honour likewiſe to be . 8

who would fain have converted her into a Royal 

Yatch ; but the Owners abſolutely refuſed it, 
alledging his Majeſty had more than ſuffcient 

already for his Uſe. The Ceremony of chriſtening 

her was perform'd with uncommon Solemnity 

and Acclamations; the Moment ſhe went 

off, the Charming Sally reſounded in the Air, 

where for ſome Minutes nothing but Botiles and 
Glaſſes were to be ſeen. 


Such a general Admiration as was expreſſed on 


this Occaſion, ſoon became Univerſal, and all 


who knew any thing of a Ship, was ambitious 


of ſailing in her. Many were the Competitors 


for the Command ; various their Qualifications, 


and various the Methods they took to compaſs 
their Point: Some had Money without Merit; 
others Merit with a more ſlender Portion of 


the Goods of Fortune; and ſome again de- 


pended wholly on their Birth without either. 


The Scotch and Iriſb put in their ſeveral Claims 
zs became their reſpective Countries; the one 


with great Oſtentation; the other with a moſt 
vehement Aſſurance. I remember an old Mi- 
ſer tamper'd with the Owners in a Venal Way, 
but they being Proof againſt ſuch Practices, re- 
jected him with an honeſt Diſdain.

They were 
pleag'd to chuſe me Commodore, and we came 
to an Agreement to ſtand by one another in Caſe 
of Pirates. Being now upon the Main, our firſt 


time burſt from their ſublerraneous Caverns io be 


when 1 am weak, ever enabling me lo diſcharge my 
Having now taken Leave of my Friends and 


Mouth of the River, a-Head of another Ship, 
who hai*d us to know where we were bound — 


and wiſh'd us a good Voyage. The Wind ſerv-

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Care was to find out the Trim of our Ship, 
and we try*d her all Ways for that Purpoſe. 
We preſently perceived ſhe required a pretty 
large Bowſprit, and to be well ſtewed abaft. 
In a ſmooth Sea, or when her Bottom was foul, 
we found fhe went ſomewhat ſluggiſh, making 
little or no Way; but with a freſh Gale at Foy 
by Love, blowing thwart her hind Quarter, it 
would delight one to ſee how ſhe would heave 
and heel, and bound along. In ſhort, with 
this Wind and Trim, ſhe would go full twelve 
Knots an Hour. a „ 

We beat ſome Days in the Chops of the Chan- 
nel, with the Wind at Grief by Love, by an un- 
expected Accident, our Main-Maſt yielding ſo 

as we could not carry fail, which was very vex- 
atious ; but at laſt with a great deal of Ma- 
nagement and Trouble, we got it righted again, 
which I muſt own made my Heart leap for Joy; 
at the ſame time the Wind ſpringing up favou- 
rable, we took our Leave of the Channel, and 
entered the Bay, where we toſs'd and tumbled. 
prodigiouſly for near a Week; and after about 
a Month's fail, with a moderate Gale at Love, 
we made Bella Speranza, by others called Ex- 
pectabunda, which I have ventured to tranſlate 
High Expefation, an exceeding populous Iſland 
on the Coaſt of Gallicinea beyond the Line, 
near the Tropic of Capricorn, and govern'd by 
a Sovereign Princeſs of immenſe Power, and 
who has an almoſt uncontroulable Influence 
over her Subjets——her Name is Rom peſſa, 
the Signification of which I underſtood was equi- 
valent to the Word Promiſe in Engliſb. Ny 
I think I never approach'd a Place with a 
| higher Senſation of Expectation and Pleaſure, 
than I did Bella Speranza, and as I had always 
— a 
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2 contemptible Opinion of thoſe dim- ſighted 
TN who paſs thro' Countries like Dlind 
Men, without making the leaſt Obſervations on 
them; I had too great a Regard for my Un- 
derſtanding to neglect getting all the Informa- 
tion in my power, relating to the Inhabitants, 


Government, Religion, Politicks, Laws, Cu- 


ſtoms, Riches, Commerce, Strength, with ſuch 
other Particulars of a Kingdom, as I ape 
hended worth the knowing. 


This Country is certainly of great Antiquity, 


and was formerly reckon'd to produce a rough 


Generation of People, inflexible Lovers of their 
Country, Juſtice, Generoſity, and Hoſpitality 3 


at preſent it is chiefly inhabited by a ſort of 
Men- miſſes, Lovers, Placemen, Courtiers, Po- 


liticians, Soldiers, Lawyers, Churchmen, Ex- 


ciſemen, and all the mighty Medley, that have 


eicher a Paſhon for Venus, or are in Purſuit of 
Favours from Kings, Queens, or Miniſters of 
State. There are likewiſe ſome Merchants here, 


but being under vaſt Depreſſions, they have 


very few Conſignments, and thoſe too leſſen 
daily. be Government is monarchical, and 


what we term on this fide the Globe, a mix'd, 5 
limited State. The executive Part is lodg'd 


in the Sovereign, who raiſes Money, and rules 
every thing to ajl Intents and Purpoſes, as de- 
ſpotick, as if he claim'd it by inherent Right.

1 heir Laws are out of number, contradidt- 
ing one another, and claſhing like an Army of 
e Swords. 
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Swords. I'm inclin'd to believe that the Con- 
fuſion of Tongues, ſaid to be at the building of 


Babel, was only an Allufion to the Babyloniſb 


Laws, which by their Magnitude, might aptly 


imply a Confuſion of Tongues. I went once to 


ſee a Collection of them in a Publick Repoſi- 


tory, and could not help asking if they were 


piled up to freight a Fleet; by this I found 
they had a violent Paſſion for Law-making, and 
that their Acts ſomewhar reſembled a fine Wo- 
man, a fine Suit of Cloaths, or any other Toy, 
that grows into Diſuſe by Poſſeſſion ; I except 
indeed ſome of their penal Laws, which now 


and then Neceſſity obliges to revive for the 
Chaſtiſement of ſuch raſh Delinquents, as may 


have awaken'd the Vengeance of ſome gall'd 


Premier of State. This redundancy of Laws 
furniſh'd me with a tranſient Reflection. Right

mult of Neceſſity be multiply'd, becauie every 
Day brings its Fluctuation, and one Exigence 
will fucceed another ad infinitum, Were it there- 


fore my Lot, cry'd I, to be a Legiſlator, I 


would chuſe my Laws like my Friends; they 


ſhould be few but good. 


Their Cuſtoms and Manners I was told grew 5 


more effeminate every Day than other, and there 
was ſcarce a Village in the Iſland that was 
without its Aſſembly or Muſick-Meeting, al- 
moſt to the extirpation of Induſtry and good 


Houſewifry. That the ſoſtning Arts too had ſo 
enervated their Nobility, and taken ſuch entire 
Poſſeſſion of them, that even amidſt the Hor- 


rors of War they were not aſhamed of diſ- 


gracing their Families, by putting themſelves 
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at the Head of a ſwarm of Fidlers and Singers, 
inſtead of following the more glorious Exam- 
ple of their Anceſtors, by engaging them- 
ſelves to diſtreſs the Enemy of their Country. 
There are ſome among them that boaſt ver 
much of their Riches, Trade and Strength, 
but as I thought with no very good Grace; "for 


I could perceive the Ghoſt of Traffick in the moſt | 
hideous Form appear at every Corner of their 


Streets. Riches and true Strength, ſays I, flow 


from Trade; now if that Channel ſhould once 


be choak'd up, what Exiſtence will their Strength 


and Riches have? indeed one of the ſenſible Mer- 
_ Chants among them ſpoke feelingly, and made 
very uncommon Reflections on this Subject. 1 


have obſerved, ſays he, that our Trade has 


declined in Proportion as our Armies have en- 
creaſed; and Pm very much afraid, Sir, we are 
encouraging a Contempt of Traffick, that will 


one Day prove fatal to that and our Country. 


We ſeem to take a Pleaſure to ridicule our Citi- 


Zens, at the ſame time we do not conſider, that 
we cannot wound the Tradeſman, without giv- 
ing a ſtab to Trade. Formerly, continues he, 


our Anceſtors cheriſh'd Commerce, and wiſely 


threw the younger Sons of their Nobllity and 


Gentry into various Branches of it, by which 
means they eſtabli{h*d a Self-Intereſt, as wel] as 
a National Intereſt in Trade; and conſequently 


both from a publick and private Cunſideration, 


as having Relations engag'd in Commerce, they 


were oblig*d to eſpouſe it. At preſent, a con- 
trary Spirit prevails our younger Nobility and 


Gentry have deſerted the Comp: ing-Houſe, and 


flock into our Armies; they are taught to think 


/ Trade derogates, and of Courſe delpiſe it; by 


Which 
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which Means a Standing Army ſeems to be eſta- 
bliſhed, deſtructive of Trade and the Conſtitu— 
tion; for now it will be the Intereſt of our Se- 
nators to be as zealous in the Support of Stand- 
ing Armies, as before they were in that of Com- 
merce, inaſmuch, as they cannot disband the 
Army, without reducing ſeveral Branches of their 
reſpective Families to a Condition in a manner 
of Starving——How Nations, cries he, as well 
as private Men, alter their Principles of Action! 
There are our Neighbours of Gallicinea, conti- 
nues he, fetching a great Sig hey are act- 
= ing the wiſe Part we did formerly, and we are 
1 acting the ſenſeleſs part hey formerly did; they 
bave taken off the old Badge of Infamy from 
Trade, and improve every Occaſion to its Ad- 
vantage; we are ſetting a Mark of Contempt 
on it, and laying 1c under all the Diſcourage- 
ments poſſible. As to the Valour of our Ar- 
mies, adds he, I ſhall only ſay, they have ſeen 
more Drawing-Rooms than Camps; and if by 
our Gentry's enrolling themſelves as Land-Offi- 
cers, It ſhould be a drain upon our Navy, (as 
certainly it will) we ſhall have more Reaſon than 

ever to deteſt the Name of a Standing-Army. 
Upon the whole therefore, concludes he, if the 
People are become deſperate, if the Govern- 
ment, tho' accummulating Power is left naked, 
if we are menaced by an ambitious potent Neigh- 
bour, if Religion is trampled on, if our Poli- 
ticks are laugh*d at, it our Laws are burthen- 
ſome, if our Manners are effeminate, if our 
Trade, Riches and Strength are decaying; if 
with our Armies we have been inſulted ; if with 
our Fleets we have not been protected, I leave 
you, O Stranger, to judge what a wretched 
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People we are, and what a gloomy Proſpect we 
have of Beggary and Slavery before our Eyes. 

The reſt of my Converſation was chiefly with 
the Lovers, who make no inconſiderable Part 
of the Inhabitants, and with whoſe Raptures and 
Expectations I us'd often to amuſe myſelf. I 
made a Four however to their famous Univer-

I paid my 
Reſpects hkewiſe to the Royal Society, who 
expreſs'd an uncommon Admiration at the De- 
ſcription I gave them of Allcock Manor, which 
for its ſingularity, they order'd to be inſerted 
in their Tranſactions. I was regal'd alſo ſeveral 
times at Court, by particular Order from the 
Queen, and had all the fine Compliments and 
Promiſes made me imaginable, which I ſuppo- 
ſed was done with a View of detaining me ms.

S. on our coming on the Coaſt of Bella- 
Speranza, I was in all the plealing Impa- 
tience of Hope imaginable of enjoying I knew 
not what, fo on our quitting it, a certain gloomy. 
Diſcontent, mix'd with a Spirit- ſinking Relaxa- 
tion, took immediate Poſſeſſion of me, and on 
a ſudden I heard the Look- out cry, Land 
which we ſoon diſcover'd to be Baulkland Point, 
in the Country of the Dupees, ten Leagues 
due Grief from Bella Speranza, and Tributary 
to it, I confeſs I was greatly out of Temper 
both with the Ship and Ship's Company —no- 
thing could pleale me — l found a thouſand 
Faults, and would come to an Anchor in ſpite 
of all that coujd be urg'd to the contrary by the 
Crew. On my landing, Le 11 in with a Parcel 


of 
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of Lovers, and new marryed People———at a 
little Diſtance from us, I ſaw ſeveral Cluſters of 
Stateſmen, Politicians, Courtiers, Churchmen, 
Lawyers, and Soldiers, all expreſſing their re- 
ſpective Diſappointments in the molt pathetick 
Terms. The foreign Jargon was ſo Uncouth, 
I could make nothing of it; but among the 
Engliſh Accenis that ſtruck my Ear, I could 
plainly diſtinguiſh theſe Exclamations : Perfidi- 
ous Chloe! baſe Seducer! Matrimony ! Silly 
Pleaſure ! Blunderer ! Plunderer ! Corrupter! 
 Traytor | Coward ! Monſter !——On this, I 
was given to underſtand that this was the 
Country of the Dupees, or the Aſylum for the 
Diſappointed of all the Nations of the World. 
It is govern'd by a Dupee General, who is a 
very graceful, venerable, old Gentleman, mild, 
affable, and of a moſt cajoling Eloquence. He's 
very temperate, and aftects no other State or 
Grandeur, than being ſerv'd at Table by Perſons 
of different Nations: and indeed I have ſeen 
him attended in the moſt abject Manner, by 
Turks, Neapolitans, Spaniards, Iialians, Germans, 
Pruſſians, Dutchmen, Hannoverians, and Swedes. 
He has likewiſe a Couple of clumſy Exgliſbmen 
in his Service, who act in the Capacity of Fact 
Puddings. 5 155 „„ 
1 ſoon grew weary of the confus'd Murmurs, 
and Diſcontent that reign'd here. I diſcover'd 
the Weakneſs and Folly of expecting more than 
is conſiſtent with the Nature ot things W hat- 
ever we exaggerate in Idea, muſt of Courſe 
leſſen in Reality; and we ought ſo to regulate 
our Expectations, either as to Pleaſures or 
Preferments, as not to render them ſubject to 
Diſappointment. With theſe Reflections there- 

fore I return'd on board, and found my ſelf in a 
1 more 
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more chearful Diſpoſition to Proſecute my 
Voyage. 


The Wind veering to Love by Joy, we made 


all the Sail we could, and ſoon loſt Sight of 
Baulkland Point, ſteering for the Cruelph- Indian 
Coaſt, which abounds with Eugliſß Settlements, 


and a vaſt Number of commodious Bays. The 


fourth Day we had a full Proſpect of the Coaſt, 


the moſt beautiful one I ever beheld in my 


Life, It would be endleſs to deſcribe all the 


Bays and Streights on this Coaſt z I ſhall there- 


fore content myſelf with mentioning ſome of 
the Principal. Frederick's Bay is one of the 


moſt conſiderable <It abounds with Dol- 


phins There is exceeding good anchoring 


in 9 Fathom, on a fine chaulky Bottom. Orange 


Bay affords nothing either for Safety or Conveni- 


ency, it being full of Rocks, and barren all 


round. Amelia Bay is a fair open Bay, all Ma- 


riners and others are forbid to enter, or anchor 
there under a prodigious. Penalty; tho? I have 
heard of ſome that have run the Hazard in a 
dark Night or ſo. In like Manner, none are 


ſuffered to paſs the Streigh:s of Carolina under 


the ſame Prohibition, but what is it a bold Ad- 


venturer will not attempt! I was told Captain 


Portland had often anchor'd there; and that the 


firſt Time he paſſed the Streigbts he was ſadly 
ſhatter*d in his Rigging, having beat ſeveral 


Days in the Narrows : Latterly indeed there has 


been no Poſſibility of paſſing them, the Channel 


being in a Manner choak'd up. Bedford Streights 


lie ar ſome Diſtance: They are fine pleaſant 
Streights never paſſe] them indeed; nor 
do l know any that have; tho' I was told the 
Lord Proprietor was very tenacious of his Right,

and kept a ſtrict Lookout to prevent any body 
paſſing them without his Knowledge or Conſent. 
Zarmouib Roads are very deep and ſpaciou. 

The Royal Yatchts often come to an Anchor 


here; the chief Fiſh is Crabs. Few People an- 


chor in Buckingham Bay, nevertheleſs it is ſafe 
riding. Montagu Bay for ſeveral Years was much 


frequented, and has had the Honour to anchor 


a Royal Frigate, but of late it is greatly ne- 
glected. Mancheſter Bay is the next Bay, 
Coming up a Breaſt with it I thought it afforded 

the fineſt Regale to the Eye I had ever beheld, 
tho' it opens rather narrow than capacious, 


There is a peculiar Fragrancy ariſing from the 


Effuvia of a certain ſweet-ſcented Weed growing 


along the Coaſt, which like the. Spice-Iſlands 


in India, you may ſmell at a great Diſtance. 


It is not famous for Fiſh ; neither is the Soil | 
about it very fertile, owing chiefly to the ener- 


vate Inhabitants, who have never manur'd nor 
ſtirr'd up the Land ſufficiently. The Captain 
of the Lumley, being under ſome Diſorder of 
Mind, ſhot himſelf juſt as he was going to an 
Anchor there, very much lamented by all the 
_ Engliſh in thoſe Seas. Richmond Bay is a moſt 


delightful Bay, full of Fiſh, much admir'd 
and ſought after by Mariners and others; but 
there is ſuch a thick Boom athwart it, there is 
no Entrance. Romney Bay, is very ſpacious of 
a red ſandy Bottom, and capable of receiving 
the largeſt Men of War; tho? it ſeems to me 


to be very dangerous, as being too much ex- 


pos'd to bad Weather, Beauford Bay has been 


of late greatly talk'd of —Captain Talbot in par- 
ticular recommend; it much e did not 
ſail by it——As we paſſed Cholmley Bays (for 
there are two of that Name joinirg to each 

5 other) 
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other) we ſaw at ſome Diſtance a Column of 


Water, we Sailors call a Valer-Spout, which fal- 


ling between two marble Rocks form'd a Cata- 
ract, that ruſh'd down with great Rapidity, and 


ſurpriz?d us a good deal, we not being 5 a 


Cable's Length from it. The Water was very 
clear, as near as I can recolle& the Colour of 
Holland's Gin. It made a fearful Roar, re- 
| bounding and foaming like fo much Spirituous 
Liquor. I had a Curioſity to taſte it, and 
found it had a much greater Body than your 
Spaw-Water, tho' not ſo palatable, leaving a 
| brackiſh, mawkiſh Faintreſs in the Mouth: Ne- 
vertheleſs I am of Opinion it would be of great

of all the Bays, I own Browne's Bay is my 
Favourite 
we came to an Anchor in Company with the 

Houghton, an old unweildy weather - beaten 


Guinea Man, who was on a ſlaving Voyage— 


at the Bottom of the Bay there grows a thick 
Kind of a Shrub call'd Cecil Shrub, of a blackiſh 
Colour, which People ſuck as a great Cheerer 
of the Spirits. The Captain of the Houghton 


had a Commiſſion to cut ſome of it, to oblige 


ſome of our great Folks in Englayd of a batter'd 


Conſtitution, We ſail'd by ſeveral other Bays 


no leſs famous, paying all due Honours to 


their reſpective Forts, by ſaluting each with 2 


a dozen Guns. The Wind continuing in the 


ſame Corner, we paſs'd Sunderland Streights 
with ſome Difficulty, bearing away for the Gulph 


of Venus; and after ſome Weeks Sail, early 
in the Morning we made the Pillars of Diana, 
which are of the Colour of Alabaſter, and infi- 
nitely more ancient than either Seh's Pillar, 


ar thoſe of Herculzs, They form the Entrance 


into 


tis delightful riding there 
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jnto the Gulf of Venus, and are built on the 
Terra firma of Butiock-Land, by ſome Geogra- 
Phers call'd B—llock-Land; but for my Part I'm 
of Opinion either Appellation will do. All 
that Milton ſays of the Garden of Eden I think 
comes ſhort of the Proſpe&, which now pre- 
_ ſented itſelf: Here we beheld a Frigate, tall, 
majeſtick, entering ſtiff the Gulph, with the 
beautiful Pillars of Diana erect on each Side; 
there we commanded the charming Circumfe- 
rence of Buttock-Land, and ſaw the Surge white 
beating on the ſtony Beach: A little beyond 
again we diſcover'd a delightful Ivory Plain, 
which is terminated one way by two lovely riſing 


Hills of the ſame (ſome indeed call them the 


Ivory Quarries) and the other by a thick Grove 
of Trees, ſhading a Valley, which is water'd by 
2 'Rivulet ſomewhat of a brackiſh Taſte, 
Some Miles up the Gulph is ſituated a moſt ini- 
mitable undeſcribable Piece of Art, call'd Beth- 
Eden, id eſt, the Houſe, or Palace, or if you 
will the Seat of Pleaſure, inhabited by a kind 
of Deity, call'd Voluptuaria, who is daily wor- 
ſhip'd with no common Devotion. It being 
Tide of Ebb, I gave the Signal to lye by for 
ſome Hours; during which we made all neceſſary 
Preparations, in Order to enter the Gulph at 
Night. Accordingly we came before it Yards 
brac'd, and with a brisk Gale; but it dy'd 
away, and did not ſpring up afreſh ' till the next 
Morning, when we ſtood for it again 3 but 
| had the Misfortune to run foul of a Frigate, 
that wounded our Main- Maſt pretty much, 
which retarded us near three Weeks to repair 

our Damage; and it was reckon'd no bad Piece 
of Work in the Carpenter to do it in that time, 
My Owners, ſome how or other, got Intelli- 
Tee gence 
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gence of this Misfortune, and ſent me a very 
ſharp Letter upon it, which I anſwer'd with all 
the Submiſſion and fair Promiſes 1maginable. 
As we were bearing for the Gulph a third time, 
we ſpy'd a Sail. — We gave her Chace, 
and preſently found we wrong' d her She 
was a beautiful rich Ship, Spaniſb built 
we were very eager to engage her, and having 
every thing in Readineſs, came ſo near as Yard- 
Arm to Yard-Arm, in which Poſture we con- 
tinued ſome Minutes, when we let fly, and luckily 
happned to give her a Shot between Wind and 
Water She immediately ſtruck— — 
J order'd the long Boat to be mann'd, and we 
boarded her. After rifliug the Prize of all we 
could, we quitted her, and return'd to our Ship. 
Soon after a violent Tempeſt aroſe, during which 
we lay too under a double reef Main- Sai 
our Ballaſt ſhifted—our Pump was choak' d 
we were in extreme Danger the Wind 
ſtill blowing a Hurricane, at Grief by Hale, 
it was conſulted whether we ſhould cut away 
our Main-Maſt, but I was abſolutely againſt 
it, even tho? we ſhould have periſh'd; and in 
ſome Hours the Storm gradually abated, till 
God be prais'd we were out of Danger. We 
had now an Opportunity of taking an Obſerva- 
tion, by which we found we had driven ſome 
Degrees to windward of our intended Port; but 
refitting again, and being in pretty tolerable 
Condition, we ſteer'd for the Gulph, with three 
Points at Grief by Love, and in about 15 Days 
had the good Fortune to ſhoot it without any 

Diſaſter, having a pleaſant Voyage up; and I 

muſt oblerve we were the only Ship that were 
able to moor a long-fide the Palace, We found 
by our Journals that we had been about nine 
ED Months

Months on our Voyage After unloading 


and delivering our Cargo, I went aſhore to ſee 
the Palace, and was moſt k indly received by Vo- 


luptuaria, the graceful Owner, whoſe engaging. 
Behaviour and Converſation I think I ſhall ne- 
ver forget. She indeed loaded me with Com

The firſt Objects that ſtruck my Eye were a 
formal ſtarch'd fer of Creatures, whom I knew 
by their Carriage to be Waiting- Women, They 
were the moſt active of any, and I obſerved, as 
ſoon as they had ſacrificed, they uſually received 
an Offering in Gold, or ſomething equivalent in 
old Cloaths, or old Shoes, &c.

I was fo provok'd at 
Jaſt with what I had ſeen, that I immediately diſ- 
covered myſelf, and would fain have blended in 
the Sacrifice; but it fo alarm'd the Company, 
that they vaniſh'd with the utmoſt Precipitation 
and Confuſion, making towards the wild barren 
Plains of Sberilia, which I found by Volupiuaria, 
they uſually repair'd to after their Rites, it being | 
the favourite Place of Reſort of the Goddeſs Di- 
dona, and her fair Sterilian Votaries. | 
I could not forbear teſtifying my Aſtoniſhment 
to Volupiuaria at this private Move of Sacrifice, 
ſo much to the Diſhonour of the Sex; however | 
might be careful, as ſhe was a Woman, not to 
expreſs myſelf with all the Indignation the Sub- 
ject deſerv'd.

_ Privileges, Reverſions, Bank-Notes, and other 
valuable Conſiderations. After theſe had ſacri- 
855 ficed, came up the ſecond Rank of Procurers, 
Dix. Fo t, H, B n, and offer'd a 
Crew of ſtrange Hines, bedaub'd, and moſt 
 impudent Creatures I ever beheld, who were at- 
_ tended by a parcel of Lords, Boobies and Bub- 
bles, offering in Gold, Conveyances, Deeds of 
Gift, Mortgages, and other Ioſtroments of Self- 
Peſtruction. Mother K- of C. G 
brought up the Rear of the e Sacrifice, with ber 
Street-Walkers and Bunters, follow'd by a Pack 
of Bullies, Sharpers, an: Pick- -pockets, whoſe 
Devotion conſiſted in Clamour, Imprecations, 
Oarhs, Kicks, Cuffs, and Black-Eyes. 
From hence thro' a Back- door we paſs'd to the 
Temple of Luſt, dedicated to Priapus, à naked, 
miſhapen Idol, bedeckt with a Shrub called 
Arbor Vitæ, to whom it is cuſtomary to offer 
another, called, Frutex Yulvaria. I found it 
was ch. «fly frequented by the Women, tho” 1 
. in different OT ſeveral Couples of 
QOth Sexes in private Devotion, which is allow- 
able. How was Jraviſh'd! what Emotions did 
J not feel to ſee ſuch a promiſcuous Circle of 
beautiful young Da: mſels, Wives, Widows, 
K — 
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Prudes, Coquets, and others, committing all 
the Extravagancies as at the Floral Games of 
old; running naked round the Idol, kiſſing and 
ſucking the decorating Shrub with all the Marks 
of a furious Adoration. In the former various 
Rites of heatheniſh and idolatrous Worſhip, my 


religious Principles received not the leaſt Infec- 


tion, and I remained I can truly affirm, a 
ſtaunch Son of the Proteſtant Communion ; 


but where is the Saint I cry'd, could withſtand 


theſe Ceremonies? I ſtruggled all in my Power 


to preſerve my Religion uncorrupted ut it 


was all in vain——there was no Ng 
In ſhort, Iconfeſs my human Weakneſs 

I could not help ſeveral times joining in their pri- 
vate Sacrifice; after which, and that the publick 


Rites were over, in our Return I faw at a ſmall. 


Diſtance a Building of an uncommon Bulk, tak- 


ing up a prodigious Space of Ground. Upon En- 


quiry, I found it was the Hoſpital of Miſerables. 


In paſſing by it, I was taken with a Diſorder in : 
my Back, which I made ſlight of. At the ſame. 


time Crowds of Votaries 1 bad ſeen at the Tem- 
pies, pour'd into the Hoſpital as Patients; and 
the whole afforded a Spectacle ſo various, as 


cannot be deſcribed; ſo lamentable, as makes 


my Blood run cold with the Remembrance; and 
with all too ſhockingly nauſeous for me to make 


any Stay here; ſeeing, nothing but Sores and Ul- 


cers, and hearing nothing but the Sounds of 


Agony, bitter Wailings and Deſpair, I will only 


add, it is under the Direction of a Governor, 
called Vice; Dr. Diſmal was the Chief Phy fi- 
cian; Mr. Torture and Mr. Mang/e were princi- 
pal Surgeons; the Apothecary's Name I think 
Was Bester eil; 2 are two Matrons, Mrs. Lan- 
eviſf, 
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67 ) 
guiſb, and Mrs. Aſliction; and the Nurſes are 
ever adminiſtring Racks, Pangs and Aches in- 
curable. 

Voluptuaria having now ſatisfied me in all my 
Curioſity, or her Palace was capable of, I re- 
pair'd on Board, where I found my People very 
uneaſy, and ready to mutiny at my long Stay 
aſhore. I therefore apply*d myſelf with all Di- 
ligence to get in our Loading; which having 
done ſooner than was expected, after taking 


leave of Voluptuaria, and thanking her for all 


Favours, I ſet fail with a pretty fair Wind at 
Love by . 
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CHAP. Iv. 


| Bound hy Cape Peter Spring 4 Leak 
in Cock's Streights— A Storm. Nr 
| our Cargo over Board. —Diſcover Point 
Cornuto.— Diſpute with my People upon 
it. My Obſtinacy .—My Error.—We run 
aſhore.—Some few Particulars concerning 
Point Cornuto.—We get into the Trade

T Orwithſtanding the Wind fagg'd upon us 
very much, we got down the Gulph with 


incredible E xpedition, and very ſoon loſt Sight 


of Buttock-Land, We were bound for Cape Yen- 


terino, and was conſigned to Mr. Middiff, our 


Conſul, as well as a very eminent Merchant. 


In about 56 South Latitude, we had very tem- 


peſtuous Weather, blowing almoſt a continual 


Storm for ſeveral Months, from full Hate, to Grief 


by Hate, with ſuch prodigious Emotions, as ex- 


Sn any thing we had ever ſcen before, which 
ſprung our Yards, and tore all our Sails and 


Shrouds ; we ſpoke with a Veſſel bound for 
Bultock-lant, = told vs, that the Streights of 


Hynes bore Live by Grief 200 Leagues; and on 


he 5th of dr: thank God, we made Cape 
Virginia, which is at the Entrance of the Streights. 


1 

A very melancholy and odd Accident happen'd 
while we were here, to the Boyle Frigate, a gal- 
lant new Ship, commanded by Capt. Euſton. She 
was ſet off to all the Advantage poſſible; finely 
gilt and painted; with Jack, Ancient, and Pen- 
nant flying; and at her Mooring in Port Hymen 
as we thought; when on a ſudden we ſaw her 
Keel vppermoſt——ſhe had a charmingBottom— 
- ſhe righted again — after which, the Captain to 
our Surpriſe cut her Cable, and deſerted her. She 

drove on the Iſland Agonia, near Leibe; and he 
went on Board the Adams, an India Sloop, and ſet 
fail directly for the Gulph of Venus, to the inex- 
preſſible Mortification of the Partners and 


Owners of the Boyle, and all concerned in Bot- , 


tom Re. We heard afterwards that a Trial enſu'd, 
which brought to Light Circumſtances, that 
greatly aftoniſh'd all that Part of the World. 

We now ſhap'd our Courſe due Love, ſteer- 
ing for Cock's Streights (firſt diſcover'd by a 
Relation of mine) but the Wind ſhifting very 
much from Grief by Love, to Love by Grief, and 
rief by Hate, we beat about for near a Fort- 
night, making little or no way. There was a 
great Swell, and a troubled Element all the 
while, The Wind chopping about fair in a few 


Days, we entered Cock's Streights, where we 


ſprang a Leak, The Sea is of a peculiar Green 
here, ſomewhat like what you fee in Maps; 
and it abounds with a ſmall fry of Fiſh, the In- 
habitants call Pins and Needle Fiſh. We made 
three Foot Water in our Hold preſently. I 
order'd all Hands to the Pump cirectly, and 
they took it Spell and Spell every half Hour, 
to keep her as clear as poſſible. We found the 
Leak gain'd upon us, the Carpenter not being 
able to come at it cleaverly, He was a ſurly ill- 
ED 5 natur'd 


Sloop———the Thompſon 
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natur'd Fellow, and in the Operation would often 
grumble and curſe Bullock: Land, ſaying, if I had 


not ſtaid ſo long there, this Misfortune had not 


befallen us. I muſt own I could .myſelf have 
wifh'd I had been leſs devout at the Temple of 
Luft, . inaſmuch as I was not on the; beſt N | 
with my Owners, and found by ſome Means or 
other, they always got Intelligence of my Pro- 


ceedings. I gave however the Carpenter all the 


good Words in my Power, as all our Lives 
were at Stake; and at laſt, God be prais'd, he 
ſtopt the Leak, tho? I muſt conlels, it was not 


without a great deal ado. 


After we had paſs'd the Streights we met with 
foul Weather, and had a violent Storm at Grief, 


in which we were ſeveral times poup'd, inſo- 
much we were oblig'd to throw-our Cargo over 


Board. Notwithſtandiog this, there was no work- 
ing the Ship, for ſhe would not anſwer, the Helm, 
which put us all into a great Conſternation. 


Word was brought that they made Land, and took 


it that it was Point Cornuio. I was very much 


alarm'd and went upon Deck. I told my Peo- 
ple I thought ir was impoſſible; they ſaid they 
were ſure it was the Point; I was obſtinate, and 


would not believe them; they anſwer'd, I might 
do as I would, but they would ſwear it was as 


they ſaid; I continued as poſitive as ever; but I 
was ſoon convinced of my Error, for to my 
Confuſion, in about an Hour we ran directly 


aſhore on the North Point. There were a vaſt 
many other Ships caſt away at the, ſame time on 
the Coaſt, and among them a great number I had 
fail'd. with———the Falpole————the Young 
the Cholmondley—— 
the #almogen- -with ſeveral o: hers, that beat 
all to-pieces ; and, it was with great D.fjculty 
that we got o again. Point 
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Point Cornuto anſwers the Form of our Cuck- 
old's Point, with this Difference, that whereas the 
latter exhibits real Horns, the former is a natu- 
ral Projection of the Mam-Land, which exactly 
repreſents them; allowing ſtill for the Diffe- 

rence of Magnitude, This Country of the Cor- 
nuio's is of large extent, being the Receptacle of 
all of that Denomination in the World, as Ma- 
dagaſcar is for that of Pyrates. According to 
them they have an excellent Form of Govern- 
ment; but for all that, they are the laughing 
Stock of every Body. They are great Lovers 
of the Bottle, and their general Health is Li- 
| herty and Property, and Confuſion to falſe Wo- 
men | Each has the Figure of the Perſon that has 
injur'd him hung in Effigy before his Door, to 
which they offer every Day ſome freſh Indignity 
or other. There are ſome that walk about like 
Ghoſts in the moſt wretched dejected Manner, 
_ avoiding all Company, refuſing all Conſolation; 
while others again of a more maniy Turn, are 
facetious enough to make themſelves merry, with 
what they cannot remedy, holding 1t ridiculous 
to render themſelves miſerable for the Faults ef 
others. They deteſt a contented Cornuto, and 
will not admit him a Denizon among ther. For 
this Reaſon, when the young Captain of the 
Cibber Galley attempted to ſettle here, they re- 
jected him with Scorn and Contempt. They 
told me, they had a vaſt Importation of Eng- 
liſh every Year, particularly of Aldermen and 
Citizens, with no inconſiderable Number of my 
far- off Relations the Badcocks. 

Thele are ſome of the Particulars I noted du- 
ring our Stay here, and queſtionleſs a curious 
Obſerver would find Matter for many more; 

but for my part, neither my Patience nor y 


Lei- 
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Leiſure would ſuffer me to make further Enqui. 
ry; for now I was determin'd, after weighing 
Anchor, to fall in with the Trade- Winds, and 
make a trading Voyage on the Coaſt of Dru. 
rio, in order, if poſſible, to forget my late Mis- 
fortune at the Point. We met with nothing 
extraordinary till we paſs'd the Tropick, when 


we ſpy'd ſeveral Sail, all in very gallant Trim, 
_ freſh painted, and with all their Sails our. We 


gave Chace to ſeveral, with whom we ex- 
changed a Broadſide or two, and ſheer'd off 
in purſuit of a beautiful new Frigate, ſquare 


ſtern'd, deep waiſted, and with a very uncom- 


mon Head; ſhe went very light on the Water; 


we chaſed her ſeveral Weeks to no Purpoſe ; 


ſometimes we could perceive ſhe flacker'd Sail 
to let us come up with her, and then ſhe would 


bear away at Pleaſure. In ſhort, having the 
Heels of us, ſhe dogg'd us after this manner 
for a great while, till one Night happening to 
alter my Courſe, I clapp*d ber ſuddenly too in 


the Windward Paſſig de. They gave a Shriek 


or two in the Se which daunted my Peo- 
ple pretty much, ſo that we did not Board her 


ſo ſoon, nor with the Vigour and Courage we 
ſhould have done; which they perceiving, gave 
them an Opportunity to recover themſelves 3 
accordingly they immediately ſpread all their 


Sails, and bringing them to bear, they ſhot 


away from us like an Arrow out of a Bow, 
8 up a prodigious loud Laugh at pa: ting. 


J was deviliſhly netled at this Diſappoin ment, 
as any Body would, and reſolving to be re- 


veng'd on the next Ship I met with, I bore 
away in Chace of another that quite demo- 
liſh'd us, ſo little Dependance there is on human 


Vengeance, which generally falls on the Aven- 
ger's 


a 
ger's Head; for though Providence guides not 
the Will of Man, it has the Direction of his 
Power. On our coming up with her, we fa- 
luted her with double Round and Partridge. She 
returned the Compliment, carrying away a Part 


of our Main-Maſt, with a deal of our Rigging. 
She then fell aſtern, and rak'd us fore and aft. 


The next Broadſide ſhe boarded us Spight of our 
Teeth, carry*d off our- Stores and. Proviſions, 
and left us in a manner a gutted Ship. In 


this diſtreſſed Condition it blew a ſtrong Gale at 
Grief by Hatt my People began to mur- 


Thur heavily———=—=T was quite out of Conceit 
with the Ship l did not value what became 


of her, nor what the Owners ſhould ſay or do 


to me; ſo took the Opportunity of this Wind, 


and made all the Sail I could for Letbe. In 


our Paſſage we fell in with a noble Frigate with 
Engliſh Colours, that fain would have kept Com- 


pany with us, offering us any thing we wanted, 


bur as we could neither fire our lower nor upper 


Tier, we juſt ſaluted each other, and proceeded 
on our reſpective Voyages. The Wind conti- 


nuing in the ſame Corner, and blowing hard, 
in a few Days we made Agonia, the moſt noted 


Iſland on the Coaſt of Leibe. Here it was that 
I took my eternal Farewel of the Charming 
Sally, not without ſome Emotions of Pity J con- 


feſs, though the ſailmg in her any longer was 


grown quite hazardous, as well as diſtaſteful 


to me. I row'd myſelf therefore in the Long 
Boat to Leibe, leaving her to the Care of my 
French Valet, Monſ. Deſeſpoir, by whom I learn 


that ſhe bulg'd to Pieces on the Rocks of Ag 


nia, ten Days after my quitting her.

ſelf, with only taking a Draught of its Wa- 
ter, and ugd immediately to return home by 
the firſt Ship, without making any Obſerva- 
tions, or being able to give any tolerable Sa- 
tisfaction to a curious Enquirer concerning the 


Country, further than what Hiſtory informs us 


of, namely, that the Water is endowed with a 


certain Quality of Forgetfulneſs, without men- 
tioning other Particulars, which I think highly 


deſerve to be recorded. Being therefore aſhamed 


of former Neglect and Ignorance, and being 


withal ambitious of tranimitting Materials to 
Poſterity for the Benefit of future Hiſtorians 


as well as Geographers, I was reſolved to make 


it my Buſineſs this Voyage to dive into every 
thing worth knowing, and which accordingly I 
have here digeſted in the delt Method I am 


Maſter of. 


This Country is ſituate in the Latin of 
70 South, near Terra Incognita, a prodigious 
cold Climate, yet ſo numerous in Inhabitants, it 
may juſtly be called the Southern Hive. 

Perhaps it will be expected I ſhould account 


| how it is poſſible to preſerve Life amidſt ſuch 


exceſſive Severity; it would indeed be utterly 


l- 
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impoſſible if it were not for this Peculiarity in 


Providence; as in the Northern Regions the 
Bears and other Animals, by Virtue of a certain 
Herb, ſleep away the Rigour of Seaſons ; fo 
here, all-bountiful Nature has furniſh'd the In- 
habitants with a Plant of another ſurpriſing 
Quality, which taken inwardly, anſwers all the 


Purpoſes of Fire; it conveys Heat to Man and 


Beaſt; on this the Cattle feed; with this they 


boil; with this they roaſt; in ſhort, with this 


they uncongeal the thickeſt Body of Ice, by 


throwing it in proper Quantities upon it. This 
I hope is ſufficient to ſhew the Practicability of 
living in Leihe, and coming at the Waters of it; 
and I flatter myſelf it is an Article that will not 


diſgrace the learned Tranſactions of the Gen- 


tlemen of Crane-Cour!. But to proceed; the 
Mouth of the River is very broad, as many 
Leagues over I believe, as Rio de la Plata, that 

goes up to Buenos Ayres, watering ſeveral King- 


doms and Principalities of great Extent, all 
dependent on Leibe. The Metropolis is named 
after the chief Deity of the Country, called, 


Dintoitugra, which interpreted in Engliſh, ſigni- 
fies [ngratitude, On my landing, I was ſeiz'd 
as uſual with an inexpreſſible Thirſt, which 


you are not permitted to gratify, till you have 


paid your Devotion to Dintoitugra, whoſe Idol. 
is placed in their Cathedrals, Churches, and 
Chapels, and at certain Diſtances all along the 


Border of the River on both Shores. Having 


fix'd a Label on my Breaſt expreſſing the Mo- 


tive of my coming thither, which every one is 


oblig'd to do, and performed certain accuſtomed _ 


Rites, I was conducted by a couple of Intogra's, 
or Prieſts of Dinloiiugra, to the fide of the River, 
= Ts of 
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ef which I took the Draught allotted me; for 
you muſt know the Quantity of Water is pro- 


portion'd to the Degree of Forgetfulneſs requi- 
red the more hardned, for Inſtance, a Per- 


ſon deſires to be, the larger is his Draught, To 


explain myſelf more fully: what your Label ex- 
preſſes, ſo much you forget and no more. For 
my Part, my Caſe requir'd only a couple of 
Quarts ; it is as expeditious in its Operation as 


| Quickſilver. In an Inſtant I loſt all Senſe of 


Obligation to my Owners, and all Remem- 
brance of the Charming Sally, as much as if I 
had never known them, or ſail'd in her. There 


was a prodigious Concourſe of People that drank 
along with me, and there are Multitudes arriving 
every Hour, ſome of whoſe Labels I ſhall take 


Occaſion to mention in the Sequel. 


Some Miles up within Land, near a Moun- 
tain called Ribnialan, there is a deep Well, 


the Quality of whoſe Water is directly oppo- 
ſite to that of Lethe, and hath the Power of 


reſtoring Memory, according to the Quantity 


taken, or the Import of the Label, which is ex- 
acted here in like Manner as at Lelbe. The 
Image of the Goddeſs Nervami is placed on the 
fide of it, being guarded by a great number of 
her Prieſts, call'd Mercurs, and none are admitted 

to drink but by their Permiſſion 3 abundantly. 
more People however on the beſt Calculation, 


come to drink the Waters of Lethe, than thoſe of 


the Well of Nervami  _ : 
I found abundance of Perſons of all Ranks 
and Sexes, a great many of whom I had ſeen 


at Bath, 7. unbridge, Scarborough, Aix la Chapelle, 


and other publick Places, drinking the Waters 
here, which do not paſs by Urine, but mixing 
Es 1555 with 
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with the Blood, communicate to it the different 
Effects already mentioned. Intriguing and Gam- 
ing are the reigning Diverſions. Wives and Wi- 
dows repair hither to forget their Husbands, and 
young Miſſes to forget their Modeſty. Some Shar- 
pers lately arriv'd having a Mind to evade the Le- 
 theauLaw, and impoſe on the [ntogra*s, counterfeit- 


edthemſelves in their Labels as Votaries of Nerva- 


mi, but the quick- ſighted Mercurs ſoon diſcover- 
ing the Cheat; they were obliged to act up to the 
Deſign of their coming, and accordingly they 
ſwigg'd down Lethe in Pails full, inſomuch that 
they loſt all Senſe of Honeſty, as indeed their La- 
bels imported they might. As a Sailor makes 
but a very awkward Figure where Ceremonial 
and Addreſs are requir'd, I left the Company, 
and ſtraggled up as far as the Mountain Rib- 
niatan, which like the Boot of Laly in the Map, 
at a ſmall Diſtance, looks like a Perſon arm'd 
Cap-a-pee, with a Helmet on his Head, 2 
Launce in one Hand, and a Shield in the other. 
From hence I could ſee the Well of Nervami and 
all the Mercurs, like ſo many merry Greeks, in 
ſprightly Song about it. I felt a ſecret Long- 
ing to mingle with them. The Mercurs are 
immortal, the {ztogra's not; neither do they be- 
lieve they ever ſhall be ſo. The one are ſe- 
rene, lively, of a celeftial Society; the other 
gloomy, heavy, of a low and wretched turn 
of Mind. As I approach'd the Well, I was 
met by a venerable Mercur; his Form was ma- 
jeſtick ; his Beard long and grey; his Cheeks 
Toſy ; his Eyes ſparkling 3 his manner of ac- 
colting me amiable 3 his intercourſe raviſhing 3 
I cannot pretend to repeat his heavenly Phraſe; 
he offer'd me his Friendſhip his Protection 
he told me he knew on what Account I 
was 


was come to Leibe he ſaid the Air of 
the Sea might give a Roughnels in the manner to 
ſuch as made Profeſſion of it, but that it alſo in- 
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ſpired a Bravery and Generoſity of Soul; and 
he was very ſorry, he added with a Smile, to 
find me an Exception to this Obſervation. I 
felt a great Hurry and Confuſion within my 


ſelf all on a ſudden. I can compare myſelf to 
nothing but the Workings of Dr. Burnet's Chaos 


——] was a Jumble of Ideas, that ſeemed to be 
ſeparating themſelves from one another, accord- 
ing to their Attraction or Gravitation. I did 
not underſtand a Tittle of the latter part of the 
Mercur*s Diſcourſe 3 but by and by methought 

I faw at a great Diſtance ſomething that re- 
ſembled my Ship and Owners; and I muſt con- 
fels I fetch'd ſeveral pretty deep Sighs, which I 


imagine his Preſence and Converſation were the 
Occaſion of. He then improv'd the Opportu- 


nity, and urg'd me in the tendereſt manner to 


_ reſume my Humanity, by taking a few Cups 


of Nervami, remembring as I ought, my Ship 
and Owners; and by renouncing the Worſhip 


of the deteſted Idol Dinloitugra. I took the Li- 


berty to ask what it would ſignify to remember 
my Ship and Owners, if at the ſame time I 
ſhould remember my Cruelty and Ingratitude 
towards them? this I obſerved could be of no 
other Service, than to make my Memory my 
Wretchedneſss. e 
European, ſays he, I perceive you are unac- 


quainted with the Nature and Quality of the 
Water of Nervami, which I will in brief ex- 


plain. True it is, that it hath the Property to 
cauſe a Quickneſs of Memory; bur it will not 
make you remember what is not fit for you to re- 

member 
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member——it will not convey a Remembrance 
that is prejudicial to the Health or Welfare of 
Mankind—but ſuch a one as will impart a ſo- 
cial Feel, and rather give you Pleaſure than 
Pain. In ſhort, its Virtue is confined to the 
Remembrance of good things only; for In- 
ſtance, if any one by his Label appears de- 
ſirous of bearing in Memory an implacable Ha- 
tred to any one, we requeſt the Perſon to ex- 
change his Label for Good-will and Reconcilia- 
tion if he refuſe it, we diſmiſs him to Lethe, 
in order to forget Injuries; which is the only 
good Property belonging to that Water; tho? 
I'm ſorry to ſay, there's ſcarce a Mgr: drank 
in an Ape on that Account. 

The Mercur having thus explained himſelf, 
preſented me to Nervami, and all the Mercurs, 
whoembraced me with great Marks of Tender- 
neſs and Satisfaction. He then gave me my 
Quota of Water, which operated as deſcribed; 
_ aSenſation of my Ship took Place, that was very 
far from being painful, and my Ideas were plea- 
ſingly animated with the View of attempting 
ſometbing, that might enable m2 to make ſome 
Amends to my injur'd Owners. We afterwards 
reſumed the Converſation 3 and he was pleaſed 
to run over ſome Ages of Antiquity, very face- 
tiouſly enumerating all the celebrated Perſon- 
ages that nad drank of Nervami ; among the 
reſt, he ſaid, Penelope and Ulyſſes had often fa- 
vour'd them with their Company, and that Brau- 
tus dy'd of the Quantity he drank in behalf of 
his Country; while Alexander and Cæſar could 
not command a Drop, tho' in their times they 
had commanded Worlds. He added, that the 
rrtus'd abundantly more than they 1 ug 
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ted, which gave the greater Employment to the 
Intogra g. h Conclufion, he faid, that at Co- 
ronations, they were erowded with Princes A 
member their Coronation-Oaths 3 but they ſeldom 
ſaw any more of them; for that afterwards they 
generally choſe to indulge themſelves at Lethe, 
in the Company of Sejanus, Wolſey, and other 
wicked Miniſters, its chief Supporters:

Well with great Indignation, The Senators pro- 
ceeded with great Gravity and Zeal to remem- 
ber Redreſs of Grievances, and were met half 
Way by * Mercurs; at the ſame time apo- 
ther Party landed to forge! them, As I was ru- 
— on the various Propenſities of Erle 
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Fleet of Frenchmen caſt Anchor in the River, 
from one of whoſe Ships debark'd a very awful 
Figure, whom I found to be Europa in a muſing, 
moping, melancholy Poſture, with her Label, 
deſiring to forget herſelf and accordingly ſhe | 
drank till ſhe abſolutely did fo. The French 
K -g bimſelf, who had been upwards of 
thirty Years under a State of Forgetfulneſs, came 
aſhore ſoon after in the utmoſt Magnificence, at- 
tended by the Cardinal, the Grand Signior, the 
Dutch, Swedes, and ſeveral German Princes, with 
ſome Engliſhmen in the Rear, juſt diſcernable. Hig 
Label was to remember Univerſal Monarchy, 
with Vengeance on Auſtria and Ruſſia they 
thought themſelves certain of ſucceeding; but 
the Mercurs defended the Vell with ſuch Ob- 
ſtinacy, they would not admit his moſt C. M—y 
on any other Terms, than that of changing his 
Label for Jo remember the Faith of Treaties ;

The [ntogra's paid 
them profound Reſpect, and ſeem'd more alert 
than uſual. They were exceſſive officious in 
getting them Water, of which they drank im- 
menſely 1 don't know how many Tuns 
la hort, I thought they would have gorg'd the 


River dry inſomuch, that a Gentleman 


who ſtood by me, wiſh'd from the Bottom of 
bis Soul, that they might burſt themſelves. As 
they were taking a little Reſpite, and triumph- 
ing in the flinty Hardnefs of their Hearts, 
News was brought, that a Royal Yatcht had 
juſt anchor'd in the River, under Convoy of 
twenty Men of War, with Colours flying. It 
was preſently buzz'd about, that it was the moſt 
magnanimous Er of H 7, gracious 
K—— of E— —- 4, The unwieldy Perſon 

beforementioned had privately given him to 
drink of Leibe ſo often and in ſuch Quantities, 
that he was in a kind of Lethargy of Forget- 
fulneſs; People therefore were agreeably aſto-
